In accordance with your request, an audit has been conducted of 
the financial records of Monhegan Plantation for the fiscal year 
ended February 5, 1970. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of the ac- 
counting records and such other auditing procedures as were con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances. 


Within the scope of the examination, the financial transactions 
were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted 
in the accompanying commentary. 


In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules contained in this report 
present fairly the financial position of Monhegan Plantation, and 
the results of the financial operations for the period indicated.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Cash ac- 
counts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements and 
count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expendi- 
tures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selected basis. Letters of confirmation 
were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of recorded as- 
sets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was ex- 
amined and checked to pertinent records. Records of the planta- 
tion meeting, as pertained to financial matters were reviewed. 
Trust and special fund transactions were checked. Surety bond 
coverage was determined. 


COMMENTS 


DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended balance 
of $515.35 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus, per the following 
summary: 

Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $518.35 
Overdrafts 3.00 
Net Unexpended Balance Shi 5235 


The overlay was the major contributing factor to the net depart- 
mental balance lapsed. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements: 


ASSETS. . .. The general cash balance was $25,207.82 at February 
5, 1970. The bank balance used in reconciling this amount was 
confirmed by the depository. 
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Taxes receivable totaling $85.00 represented current year accounts 
of $78.00 and a preceding year account of $7.00. 


An amount of $15.48 was due from the cemetery trust funds for 
current year maintenance expenses. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... .. At the close of 
the fiscal year a note payable of $1,200.00 for the water project 
was outstanding. Withholding taxes amounting to $321.10 were 
due to federal and state agencies. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling $22,350.40 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with a vote 
at the annual plantation meeting. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $5,136.80, an increase 
of $515.35 for the year. This change was occasioned by the net 
unexpended departmental balance lapsed. 


TRUST FUNDS. ... Cemetery trust fund principals totaled

Art. 6 To see if the residents will vote to raise the sum of 
$8,050.00, more or less, for the operation of the school. 
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Art. 7 To see if the residents will vote to raise $2,000.00, 
more or less, for the maintenance of Roads and Bridges. 


Art... To see if the residents will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,850.00, more or less, for Plantation Expenses. 


Art. 9 To see if the residents will vote to raise the sum of 
$200.00, more or less, for Repairs on the Cemetery Fence plus 
general maintenance. 


Art.10 To seeif the residents will vote to allow 3% discount on 
taxes if paid before July 1st, 1972. 


Art. 11 To see if the residents will vote to amend the property 
tax bills to read: ‘“Tax discount will not be refunded if not 
deducted in payment received.”’ 


Art.12 To see if the residents will vote to put Excise Tax in 
Discount on Taxes account. 


Art.13 To see if the residents will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $75.50 for the State of Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art.14 To see if the residents will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,200.00, more or less, for Garbage Disposal. 


Art. 15 To see if the residents will vote to a sum, not to exceed 
$10,000.00 over the next two years for the construction and in- 
stallation of a solid waste incinerator and/or compactor, or any 
other disposal mechanism, to comply with Federal regulations 
governing ocean waters pollution to be put into effect by 1974.

Art. 19 To see if the residents will vote to abolish article 22, 
1971 Plantation Meeting: 
“Art. 22. To see if the residents would prohibit the use of 
detergents on the island that are not bio-degradable and/or 
contain phosphates at any level.” 


Art. 20 To see if the residents will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00, more or less, for guest moorings to be used 
in the summertime. 


Art. 21 To see if the residents will vote to accept or reject a 
piece of property given gratis by Mr. Leo J. Meissner and Mrs. 
Elsie J. Pearce, ““Their share or portion located at the present 

bathing beach.”’ 


Art. 22 To see if the residents will vote to require that a fire 
extinguisher with a minimum of 2% lbs. capacity rated by national 
fire fighting standards capable of extinguishing the type of fire 
applicable to its location, be located within sight of every heating 
stove, cooking stove, fireplace or engine driven apparatus. 

Annual inspection to be completed before August 1st by 
the Fire Department. Failure to comply within 72 hours of in- 
spection punishable by $100.00 fine. 
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The Assessors hereby give notice that they will be in session 
at the Schoolhouse and place of meeting for the purpose of cor- 
recting the list of voters from 7:00 o’clock in the evening until 
the polls are closed.
